So, in war, 
camouflage was developed almost to 
an art and attained a high degree of 
ingenuity, cleverness, and in many 
ways was successful in the accom- 
plishment of the purposes for which 
it was designed. It was, however, all} 
a part of war strategy. 

Unfortunately, there is too 
practice of camouflage in the every- 

” day business of life. It permeates ev- 
erything, and men, and womicn, too; 
who would not for one moment stoop 
to the telling of a lie, or the perpe-

Wheat in Western Provinces 


Saskatchewan Credited With Sd 
ing Over Half of Wheat 
Grown in Canada 

In point of both yield and value of 
wheat, Saskatchewan leads among the 
provinces. Of thé -total product last 
season, it is credited with 97,933,000 
bushels, or slightly over 50 per cent. 
This should be worth about $200,009- 
000, or at least one-half of the e 
value of the wheat crop of the whole 
Dominion. 

Manitoba comes second with 43,- 
206,000 bushels, all of. this with the 
exception of 93,000 bushels being 
spring wheat. The value is approxi- 
mately $90,000,000, The acreage was 
2,880,331, or about 100,000 Icss than 
in 1918. The average yield was 15 
bushels per acre.

Alberta’s yield was 26,131,000 ‘bush- 


els, of which all but 680,000. bushels 
was spring wheat. 
at about $53,000,000. -The area sown 
wis 400,000 acres in excess of that 
of 1918, and the average yield 6.25 
bushe!s per acre.

A ‘“‘iliae-and-seek” Sea 


One of Wonders of Imperial Valley 
in Ca..fornia 

An inland sea which, according to 
ecologists, has changed from sea’ to 
desert, and back agar to sea, at least 
50 tiimes since its inception, is on of 
the wonders of the Imperial Valley in 
California. At the present time the 
Salton Sea, which is 160 feet. below 
the ocean's level, is receding from its 
bariks at the rate of approximately a 
mile a year. Today the sia is 1 
miles long and nine milcs wide at its 
widest point. In the heat of th tor- 
rid season the temperature in. its 
“neighborhood is from 10 to 20 de- 
grees cooler than that-of the surroun- 
ding country and outdoor dances are 
held on one of the abandoned fish- 
piers left high and dry by the reced- 
ing waters, The Salton Sea is situai- 
ed.in the very heart of the principal 
date-producing “region of Aimerica. 
The land left bare by the retreating 


waters is eagerly sought by agricul-| 


turists, who stake their claims far out 
into the water in anticipation of fur- 
ther recessions. The spi’ is of salt- 
incrusted adobe clay and very fertile. 


Mud volcanoes, miniature geysers, 
and bubbling “paintpots”  attiact 
many tourists to the spot. The qual- 


ity of the colored pigment thrown up 
by. the volcanic “paintpots” is declar- 
ed to rival the best European sienna 
and umber, Utilization of this new- 
found color supply may soon r nder 
the continuation of European imports 
of such pigment unnecessary.

Each of the 
four large clevators is full to the limit 
and the grain cannot be moved fast 
enough for the farmers.

Friction In the Pacific 
Settled Policy to Exclude Orientals 
from Australasia. 

“Japan’s objections to the mandates 
to be granted Austrdlia and New Zea- 
_and in respect of the former colonies 
of Germany has an interest for Can- 
ada,” says the Vancouver World. 
“The future of the Pacific is intimat- 
ely bound up with the future of the 

western half of this Dominion. 

“Why Japan ebjects is not stated 
in detail, but in general she claims 
that under Australian control her 
trade opportunities will be fewer than 
when the Pacific islands were under 
the German flag as before the war. 
Also it is understood that the right 
of admission of Japanese subjects is 
a ground of protest. 

“Australia and New Zealand are not 
likely to give way on either of these 
points. lt is part of their settled policy 
to exclude Orientals from Australasia 
and in the past this policy has raisea 
no small difficulties in other parts o: 
the Empire. If the issue is pressed 
it is conceivable that both Australia 
and New Zealand will give up their 
mandates rather than abandon their 
policy. Possibilities of compromise 
do not appear bright,.”--Vancouver
